When the light in the sky
takes on an- eerie aspect and
queer shadows dance across the
ground next Tuesday, June 8,
it will not be the end of the
world nor the millenium but
simply an eclipse of the sun
when it plays hide-and-seek with
the moon,

Described as the greatest
spectacle. known to man with
few phenomena of the sky of
equal scientific value, the par-
tial eclipse will taie place here
about 1 p. m. on the above date.
Unfortunately, Torrance will be
far north of the path of totality.

Sclentists declare that if one
could be at the right place on
the Pacific ocean or high up in
the Andes in Peru he would ob-
serve one of the finest total
